WILL TAKE THE ENTIRE ISSUE 

Negotiations of Senator Hewitt Result 
in Bid Being Submitted 
Last Evening 

Sierra Madrp's water bonds are to be 
bought by the state of California. That 
will be cheering Information to those 
oltb/enH who have ^leen Inclined to 
worry lest the municipal ownership 
enterprise should fail because of the 
state of the bond market. It will per¬ 
haps be disappointing to some who 
have cherished secret or open hopes 
that the enterprise might in some man¬ 
ner be blocked. 

The Idd for the bonds was opened at I 
last night's session of the city trus- I 
tees. It comes from the state board of 
control and offers to take the bonds at 
l>ar and accrued Interest. The $110,000 
issue for the purchase of the Baldwin 
holdings vv ill be taken up at once and 
the remaining $ 111,000 a little liter 

when more funds ..me available for 

the board of control. 

Credit for this happy solution of the 
bond difficulty belongs to Senator Les¬ 
lie II. Hewitt who has acted as coun¬ 
sel for the city in the water proceed¬ 
ings. Being In close touch with the 
chairman of the board of control, he 
laid the situation ebfore that body and 
secured their promise to take up the 
bonds, certain funds being at their dis¬ 
posal for Investment in such securities 

When thi’ bonds were advertised for 
sale to the highest bidder and no pro¬ 
posals were received It became ap¬ 
parent that the bonds would have to 
be disposed of by the trustees by di¬ 
rect negotiations with some buyer. The 
sale of the bonds to the state makes 
the whole transaction a matter of pub¬ 
lic record on both sides, removing all 
possible grounds for criticism which 
might attend a private sale to a firm or 
Indiv Idual.

MANY VISITORS COME TO SIERRA 
MADRE TO SEE FINE SPECI¬ 
MEN OF RARE VARIETY 


Near Hit' corner of R .tdwln anti Car- 
t*f avenOcs is a tree vhich many Si¬ 
erra .Vladre people have seen without 
giving it particular attention. A few 
were aware that it bore fruit of n pe- 
e diar appearance and flavor which 
some found delicious and for which 
others would find it necessary to culti- 
vah a taste, To call it a Sapote would 
mean nothing to most of them. Yet- 
the tree has attracted so much atten¬ 
tion among growers of rare fruits that 
it seems destined to become more fam¬ 
ous than some of the avocado trees 
which have been given a great deal of 
publicity in recent years. The tree 
stands on the vacant lot just north of 
til* residence of Mrs. L. M. Klee to 
whom it belongs. The following de¬ 
scription of it was written by Miss 
Jessie wiml for one of the horticultural 
reviews: 

StrinUingiy outlined against the gray 
of tin mountains and only a short dis¬ 
tance from Um foot of the Mt. Wilson 
trail in Sierra Mad re, stands a tree 
the peer of its species in i Tilil’omlu. 

I’iie casual observer would see nothing 
of interest in it, save perhaps its rare 
beauty; by others it is passed unnot¬ 
iced, hut botanists and tropical fruit 
enthusiasts come to see it from all 
parts of tile Southland, and cannot say 
enough in praise of its virtues. 

The tree was planted in its present 
location over twenty years ago by J. 

C\ Harvey, then of Los Angeles but 
now of Vera Crux, Mexico, and has 
come to he known as the Harvey 
While Sapote, and will in all proba¬ 
bility always he known by that name. 

No doubt it had care and water in its 
infam y, but as the land changed hands 
from time to time it was sadly neglect¬ 
ed, v. i thrived in spite of adverse con¬ 
ditions 

No one seems to know just how long 
it has been bearing, but judging b> 
other sapote trees that have borne in 
their sixtli or seventh year, if has pro- 
balds h. * n hearing for fifteen years. 

1 lie present owner was not aware of 
the v. 111 j«* of the tree, neither did tlm 
* 11 * is attach any particular value P> 
it. I; it tin- increasing demand for the 
rare fruit indicates that a large income 
mas be derived from it. The finest 
fruit brings from 3u to t »0 cents each. 

I.est year, it is estimated, tile tree 
bore over a thousand fruit, varying in 
sl/.e and time of ripening; the lirst 
ripening tin* latter part of August and j 
la. ting until Christmas. It varies in 
size from that of a plum to a good- 
sized inline* , and in shape resembles 
very much tin* latter, its color being 
given with a dull yellow cheek. It is 
considered by some to In- the most do¬ 
th mas fruit on the market, and can¬ 
not I*.- compared with any other fruit, 
its flavor being essentially its own. 1 
Propl who have eaten it describe il 
as melting and pcaehlike in flavor. Tin* 
skin is thin ami tin* pulp ver> soft : 
when ripe. It can be picked when iiard 
amf shipped in that condition as it 
ripens off tin- tree as well as on. and ' 
is «p. itr as delirious. The si*/.«- of the 
tree and the shape of the leaves are 1 
similar to the Knglish walnut, tin* sa- |« 
pole, however, Is rather weeping In 
habit.

REPORT OF FESTIVAL COMMITTEE 

In submitting its report the Flower 
Show Committee desires to express its 
thanks anil appreciation for the assist¬ 
ance and support received from the Si¬ 
erra Madre public, which made possi¬ 
ble the success of the festival, and to 
draw attention to the fact that the 
Spring Festival has Brown to propor¬ 
tions that Indicate the necessity and 
desirability of Its continuance as an 
annual feature. The complimentary no¬ 
tices bestowed upon the city by the 
press of Southern California, and the 
pleasant notoriety achieved by the dis¬ 
play of (lowers and hospitality are of 
course gratifying to all residents of 
Sierra Madre. 

Much of the artistic effect of the 
show is due to the attractiveness of the 
club building, but that It Is entirely 
Inadequate for tlic proper handlinK of 
the crowds of visitors was demonstrat¬ 
ed, and the question of enlarging the 
Eastern section of the bttlldlnK should 
he considered. The provisions for cn- 
terliiK and leaving the tent should be 
doubled, to eliminate the delays ex¬ 
perienced by visitors this time. 

It would seem timely to suggest that 
the next Flower Show committee 
should have a much greater measure 
of assistance particularly from the men 
of the city, so that many of the prob¬ 
lems of housing, tickets, and enter¬ 
tainment of strangers might be more 
Satisfactorily handled. In that case 
the city might reap a larger propor¬ 


tion of benefit from the presence of so 
natty visitors. 

The committee would also suggest 
that the auto trips for out of town 
guests were so successful that the 
desirability of making them a dally 
feature should be considered.
